Fraser Institute's “School Report Cards” get a C 


The Fraser Institute has released 
its report card for 2,695 Elementary 
Schools in Ontario. 

There's good news for some

Top rated local school was St. 
Charles Catholic School; with a score 
of 8.4 out of 10, it shared the rank of 
182nd in the listings, up from 205th 
last year.

710th out of 2695 - and up 
significantly from last year’s placing 
of 864th.

Understanding your interest rate 


If you ever had a credit card, loan or 
mortgage, interest rate is always an issue. 

We wouldn’t be so concerned with “rate” 
if finance charges were simple and straight¬ 
forward - but before you sign on the dotted 
line, there is much to know about how 
interest rate is calculated. 

Interest rates can be Fixed or Variable. A 
Fixed Rate remains the same for the entire 
term of borrowing. In the case where it is 
applied to a credit card, it remains the same 
until the issuer gives you notice of a change. 

Variable Rate is based on another interest 
rate outside the face value of your loan, 
known as the primary rate. Whenever there 
is a change in the primary rate (prime), the 
variable rate will change, and credit issuers 
will not normally send notice of a change. 

The majority of Canadians carry a 
minimum of 2 credit cards in their wallets. 
Here are 4 common ways that financing 
charges are calculated on balances not 
paid off before the end of the billing cycle. 
Keep in mind that normally the interest rate 
quoted by issuers is the “APR" or Annual 
Percentage Rate. 

Average Daily Balance: This is the most 
common method used by credit issuers. 

The balance at the end of each day during 
the billing cycle is added together, then 
divided by the number of days in the billing 


Daily Balance: Each day’s balance is 
multiplied by the daily rate of the credit 
issuer, then added up. 

Ending Balance: This method uses the 
beginning balance minus payments, plus 
charges made during the billing cycle, 
multiplied by the rate. 

Adjusted Balance: This is the least 
expensive way of calculating financing 
charges, for the customer. It uses the 
beginning of your billing cycle, and 
subtracts any payments made. Purchases 
during the next billing cycle are not 
included. 

How to avoid the cost? Pay off your 
balance in full every month. 

If you really want to understand the 
money you are giving to credit issuers, go 
online and search “The rule of 72” and 
apply it to your balance. For example, if you 
want to know how long it will take for your 
debt to double, start with 72 then divide 
it by the interest rate you are currently 
paying. If your interest rate is 19.99%, the 72 
divided by 19.99% = 3.6. That means that if 
you carry a balance of $5,000, it will double 
every 3.6 years.

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Heritage: Introduction to the War of 1812 


The guest speaker at the February 20 meeting 
of the Tecumseth & West Gwillimbury 
Historical Society was local historian Bert Platt, 
talking about the 200th Anniversary of the War 
of 1812. 

Hiis June marks the Bicentennial of a war that 
was primarily a clash between the British and 
the expansionist Americans - and not even a 
footnote in most British history books. 

“It is a largely forgotten war now,” Platt noted 
- and yet it had a tremendous impact, shaping 
life in the country that was to become Canada. 

The War of 1812 generated legends - “the 
mystery of Tecumseh... the legend and story of 
Isaac Brock... Laura Secord and her mysterious 
cow." It gave rise to the Star-Spangled Banner: 
“the anthem that no-one can sing” was written 
to commemorate the British bombardment of 
Baltimore, Platt noted. And in Upper Canada 
the war gave rise to the Family Compact, which 
was only displaced by the Rebellion of 1837. 

Quoting a number of sources, Platt called the 
War of 1812 a war of “hasty retreats, muddle- 
headed planning... crackpots, cowards, 
bunglers... and heroes.” 

He also quoted Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau’s comment to the the U.S.: “We are 
a different people from you, and we are a 
different people because of you.” 

And that, said Platt, “is what the war was 
about.” To the British, it was “very small 
potatoes,” compared to the threat of Napoleon 
Bonaparte. “To us, to the Canadians, this was a 
big, big, big event. We were fighting for our very

The War of 1812 theme continues in the 
coming meetings of the Historical Society. On 
March 19, at 7:30 p.m. at the Tec-We-Gwill 
Women's Institute Hall in Newton Robinson, 
re-enactor Peter Monahan will take the 
meeting to the battlefield. Dressed in an 
authentic costume, he’ll explain the daily life of 
a soldier in 1812.

Bond Head, one of the oldest hamlets in Simcoe County, is named after 
an early Lieutenant Governor of Upper Canada, Sir Francis Bond Head - 
variously described as a "political adventurer," “autocrat” and “blockhead." 

Within 5 
years of being surveyed, early settlers, primarily from Ireland, England 
and Scotland, claimed and cleared most of the land. In 1837, the first post 
office opened, and the village of Bond Head was established.
